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ORIGINS 


The  southern  plains  of  the  old  Kingdom  of 
Bohemia  are  said  to  resemble,  both  in  climate 
and  in  topography >  the  northern  parts  of  Iowa 
and  the  southern  parts  of  Minnesota  with  their 
rolling  landscapes  of  rounded  hills j  their 
strips  of  colorful  forests,  and  with  their 
scattering  of  many  small  lakes.  The  major  port¬ 
ion  of  the  Bohemian  settlers  in  Atnerica  in  the 
latter  half  of  the  nineteenth  century  came  from 
this  region  of  the  old  world,  A  large  part  of 
these  in  turn  chose  to  make  their  homes  in  the 
rural  districts  of  the  great  American  middle- 
west  which  in  so  many  ways  reminded  them' of 
the  old  homes  which  they  had  left  behind*

The  small  village  of  Hrdlorez  which  cradled 
the  origins  of  the  Wo choska  or  Vochoska  family 
of; Iowa  lies  in  these  southern  planes  of  Bohem¬ 
ia,  It  belongs  to  the  parish  of  Suchdol,  a 
larger  village  which  is  located  about  half  way 
between  the  Lower-Ausirian  town  of  Gmund  and 
the  Bohemian  or  Cedh  town  of  Trebon.  The  latter 
is  the  seat  of  the  local  judicial  and  political 
district  4 

The  family  stems  from  $  Frantisek  Wochoska 
and  his  wife  Anna  Serhakl«  Frantisek  was  born 
in  Hrdlorez  on  January  26>1834*  ^e  wa3  son 

of  another  Frantisek  Wochoska  and  of  Katerina 
Lejsek,  his  wife,  both  of  whom  were  also  natives 
of  the  same  village*  His  life  was  spent  on  a 
small  farm  owned  by  the  family  where  he  died 
on  October  8;  1882.  His  wife  Anna  was  born  on 
August  9,  1830.  She  was  the  daughter  of  Jan  Ser- 
hakl  of  Hrdlorez  and  his  wife,  Marketa  Holub  of 
the  village  of  Svinu  or  Trhove  Svinu.  In  I883 
she  sold  the  family  holdings  and  emigrated  to 
Jones  County  in  Iowa  with  all  of  her  children, 
following  her  son  Jan  who  preceeded  them  in  1875 
For  some  months  she  made  her  home  with  Jan  and 
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hla  young  wife.  Thereafter  she  bought  a 
of  her  own  in  Jones  County*  She  died  In 
ord  Junction  Iowa  on  October 
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To  this  Vochoska-Serhakl  union  there  wer$ 
born  four  sons  and  five  daughters  all  of  whom 
grew  to  maturity,  married  and  had  children.

Of  these,  Maria,  Alzbeta,  Josef  and  Vojtech 
spent  their  lives  in  farming  in  the  peighborhood 
of  Oxford  Junction,  Jan  lived  most  of  his  life  as 
a  farmer  near  Elberon  Iowa  as  did  Teresa  near 
Tyndale  South  Dakota.  Frantisha  lived  chiefly  In 
Marion  Iowa  where  her  husband  worked  for  the  rail¬ 
roads.  Frantisek  farmed  for  several  years  near  Vin- 
inr  Iowa  but  spent  the  remainder  of  his  live  in 
business  in  Cedar  Rapids  Iowa.  Rozina,  whose  husband 
was  in  the  lumber  business  lived  with  her  family 
in  a  nunber  of  different  *  towns ,  setteling  in  recent 
years  in  Des  Moines  I0wa, 
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Vochoska  farmstead  in  Hrdlorez.  The  house  part 
was  built  in  about  i860  replacing  an  erlier 
structure.  The  barns  or  outbuildings  surround 
a  court  yard  in  the  rear,  -They  are  made  of  squ¬ 
ared  lo£S.  The  main  part  of  the  buildinp  is  of 
stucco  over  atone.

JAN  WOCHOSKA  (Jbhn  Vochoska)  was  born  In  Hrdlorez 
on  May  A/Itffi).  Considered  too  delicate  for  the 
ripors  of  farm  life,  he  was  sent  at  about  the  age 
of  twelve  to  Vienna  in  order  to  begin  preparation 
for  a  career  in  engineering.  The  life  of  a  student 
in  a  large  foreign  city  was  not  too  much  to  his 
liking  so  bdfore  many  months  had  passed  he  returns 
to  his  home.  In  1875  at  the  age  of  nineteen  he 
emigrated  to  America  stopping  first  in  Chicago  and 
then  continuing  to  Jones  County  Iowa.  ere  his 
first  lob  was  that  of  a  quarry  worker  and  here  too 
he  almost  lost  his  life  in  the  beautiful  Wapsipin- 
icon  river.  At  the  age  of  twenty-five  on  April  10, 

1882  he  was  married  to  Franciska  Benischek  in 
Oxford  Junction  Iowa.  The  young  couple  established 
themselves  on  a  farm  where  the  first  four  of  their 
seven  daughters  were  born.  After  about  ten  years 
they  bought  a  farm  about  four  miles  north-west  of 
Elboron  where  the  last  three  daughters  were  born. Here 
they  lived  practically  the  rest  of  thpir  lives  with 
the  exception  of  a  three  year  interval  beginning  in 
1Q13  in  Clutier  and  another  interval  lasting  about 
five  years  at  a  later  date  in  Elberon, 

Franciska  Benischek  was  born  on  April  1,1862^ inthe 
village'  'of  Wltschk'oberg  or  Halamky.  This  village  is 
In  the  parish ' of  Boinhoffen  near  the  town  of  Ground  in 
Lower  Austria.  It  is  not  far  from  the  border  of  Bohem- 
ia.  Her  father  was  a ' taylor  named  Frantisek  Benischek 
from  the  same  village.  Her  mother  was  Eva  Macho  the 
daurhter  of  Laurenz  Macho  of  Witschkoberg  and  of  Maria 
Weber  of  Gundschachen  ift  the  parish  of  Rottenschachen 
also  in  the  same  region.  When  Franciska  was  two  years 
pld  her  mother  died.  Her  father  died  when  she  was  abou 
twelve  years  old.  An  older-brother,  Ignace  was  the  only 
other  member-  of  the  family.  She  emigrated  to  Jones 

county  in  1879  at  the  age  of  seventeen  and J1*3 Jfw  farm 
there  at  the  age  of  twenty.  She  died  on  the  family  farm
